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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-13 are allowed. 

With respect to independent claims 7 and 13, the prior art does not disclose, in the 
claimed environment, a method or preparation for decomposing dioxins comprising the use of 
crushed B. midousuji cells cultured in the presence of fly ash. Weinstein and the Hoshina 
"Dioxin Decomposition Experiments by Thermophilic Microorganism, and Analysis of Gene 
Thereof translation represent the closest prior art. While each of these references describe the 
use of B. midousuji to degrade dioxins, there are no provided teachings regarding the use of 
crushed cells that have been cultured in the presence of a dioxin-containing fly ash prior to 
crushing. Numata and the Monot (US 6337204) reference teach that it is known in the art to use 
crushed cells during the degradation of organic pollutants. However, Numata and Monot do not 
describe culturing in the presence of a chlorinated aromatic compound before crushing. As 
pointed out by AppUcant, Numata even teaches away from crushing by noting that crushing 
requires expensive equipment and significant time and labor. Even if it was obvious to crush the 
B. midousuji cells disclosed by Weinstein and Hoshina upon mixing with dioxin contaminants, 
there is no teaching in Numata or any other prior art that suggests culturing in the presence of a 
fly ash compound prior to crushing. Although Portier indicates that it is known in the art to 
adapt a microorganism to a particular toxicant as a preferred carbon source, Portier does not 
indicate that this treatment would be effective to break a dioxin's ether bond after the cells are 
crushed.
